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Council Debates Interchange, 


Agrees to

The city’s position on the 
building of a Beltway interchange 
at the Greenbelt Metro station 
and the best strategy for advanc- 
ing that position were discussed 
at length at the October 11 meet- 
ing of the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil. In the end, the Council ap- 
proved a letter to the Maryland 
Department of Transportation 
opposing the interchange. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts lost no time in declaring his 
opposition to the staff’s recom- 
mendation that the city simply 
state its objections and concerns, 
rather than directly opposing 
proposed strategy concerning the 
Beltway interchange. He saw no 
advantage in holding off express- 
ing Opposition to the interchange 
in the letter. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin, however, 
suggested that the city might 
have a stronger position in nego- 
tiation if they withheld final de- 
cision on the interchange and in- 
stead stated their major objec- 
tions. He said, “If we say no, 
we may have no seat at the 
table.” 

Roberts stated that the issue of 
the interchange was the key and 
that opposition to it would bring 
the developers to the table. Also 
agreeing with Roberts, 








Express Opposition 


Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
said, “We can’t be clear enough 
in opposition to the interchange.” 
Both thought that the proposed 
development is auto-oriented and 
will bring traffic rather than 
Metro customers. They advo- 
cated a different mix of develop- 
ment that would be appropriate 
and take advantage of the Metro 
setting. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
said, “We ought to tell them 
where we stand.” Mayor Judith 
Davis was also opposed to the in- 
terchange and while she believed 
that the “mall was dead,” she felt 
that there would be some devel- 
opment and that the city needed 
to be as involved as possible tin 
those decisions. She referred to 
state and county interests in the 
economic development of the 
area. 

CCRIC Position 

Representing the Citizens to 
Conserve and Restore Indian 
Creek (CCRIC), Lowell Owens 
said that CCRIC is opposed to 
the interchange as being the key 
to high density development. 
Council asked if CCRIC had 
been successful in locating other 
potential buyers of the wetlands 
on the site and Kate Spencer re- 
sponded that there had been some 
discussions. A spokesman for the 


_“compromise.” 


Sierra Club advocated that “we 
should say what we want not just 
what we don’t want.” 

Mayor Davis then reiterated 
some of the shared goals: save 
as much as possible of the wet- 
lands and the flood plains. 
Turnbull suggested that some 
types of development would lend 
themselves to a Metro station: 
an auto repair shop, florist, dry 
cleaners, day care — the type of 
facilities Metro commuters could 
use but that would not attract 
shoppers coming by car from 
throughout the region. All speak- 
ers agreed that a regional mall 
was wrong. 

Joining the discussion then 
was Richard (Chip) Reed of 
Wilkes, Artis, Hendrik & Lane, 
representing Smith Associates 
and the Metroland developers. 


A frequent speaker at council — 


and planning meetings, Reed 
asked council to withhold its op- 
position to the interchange and 
used for the first time — ac- 
cording to Roberts — the word 
Reed suggested 
that there was plenty of time to 
issue a final opposition to the 
interchange and that the city and 
the developers should use this 
time to try to come to some 


agreement.

What Would the Candidates 
Do to Reduce Crime in City? 


Two weeks ago, the News Re- 
view posed six questions to this 
year’s seven candidates for elec- 
tion to city council. This week 
we publish answers to the second 
two questions. Responses were 
limited to 200 words and if a re- 
sponse exceeded that amount, it 
was cut off at the 200th word. 
Here are the answers to the third 
question: 

What should the city do to 
reduce crime? 

Alan Turnbull 

Greenbelt enjoys relatively low 
crime, but the larger region won't 
let us take that for granted. We 
should emphasize traffic enforce- 
ment to create safer neighbor- 
hoods, because more people die 
from car crashes than crime. 
Plus, every time a dangerous 
driver is pulled over, police might 
intercept someone with an open 





arrest warrant, driving intoxi- 
cated, carrying guns. Let’s get a 
reputation for being tough on bad 
driving; criminals might even 
think twice before visiting here. 

We need to get more police 
into neighborhoods on foot and 
bike patrols. Police perceive 
more and have better citizen con- 
tact when they’re not boxed up 
inside a cruiser. Bike patrols 
bring an element of surprise that 
makes potential lawbreakers ner- 
vous. But the Department’s bike 
unit currently exists mainly on 
paper. Under 2% of total hours 
worked by our officers are on 
foot or bike; no wonder residents 
complain that they don’t see 
enough of our police. 

Lastly, let’s use our “nul- 
sance” laws (e.g., against litter- 
ing, noise...) to protect property 
values and deter crime. Kids il- 


legally smoking, littering, and 
cursing need to be straightened 
out; ignoring them just invites 
worse things. I want everyone to 
use our public places, but not to 
drive others away. 

Bob Auerbach 

First there is undoubtedly less 
crime in our city than in any 
other jurisdiction in the Washing- 
ton area. Second the answer to 
crime in Greenbelt is not neces- 
sarily more police and bigger and 
better prisons. 

The answer is more services 
to our population. Get to the in- 
dividuals before they become 
criminals. Most youths at the 
Roosevelt Center, the shopping 
area at Springhill Lake and else- 
where are not committing crimes. 
Therefore police cannot appre- 
hend them. But the police and 
shopkeepers often know the po- 
tential troublemakers. 

These young people, and older 
ones also, need to be referred to 
agencies working for nonviolent 
conflict resolution, dispute resolu- 
tion and mediation. Locally we 
have CCRC — Children for Cre- 
ative Responses to Crime and 
Greenbelt Cares. There are many 
other agencies that can be help- 
ful. 

An increase in our police 
force, more and stronger walls 
and fences, large surveillance

1. There does not appear to be a safe distance from either the 
interchange at U.S. Route | or the interchange at Maryland 201, 
Kenilworth Avenue. Both of these interchanges are heavily used, 
as they are major north/south routes in a heavily urbanized area 
of Prince George’s County. The additional traffic and the neces- 
sary lane changes that would be generated by the interchange 


2. The area where the interchange would go is environmen- 
tally sensitive. It is comprised of flood plain and stream channels. 
Construction of a full Beltway interchange would likely cause 


3. The creation of a full interchange will significantly impact 


4. The level and type of development that would be facilitated 
by a Beltway interchange would destroy a very sizable pristine 
wetlands and flood plain area, which are described in attached 


5. Public funds should NOT be used to build an interchange 
to serve private development. This would be an inappropriate use 


Finally, a new interchange, by encouraging additional automo- 
bile access to the Metro»site rather than increased usage of the 
Metro system, would undermine the city’s long-standing goals of 
attracting quality, transit-dependent development to the Metro site 
and preventing additional environmental damage.

Lakewood Celebrates End 


Of Storm Water Project

The party was rescheduled in 
deference to hurricane Dennis but 
that didn’t seem to matter. As 
the light began to fade at 5:30 on 
October 14, County Councilmem- 
ber Audrey Scott and the 
Greenbelt City Council co-hosted 
a dinner/picnic for about 50 
members of the Lakewood com- 
munity to acknowledge comple- 
tion, at last, of the Lakewood 
storm water management project. 

The festival was held on the 
lawn of the Greenbelt Baptist 


church, whose pastor, Mark 


Johnson, had given permission — 
appropriate since the lawn is right 
next to Greenhill Road, where the 
new storm drains begin their up- 
hill climb through the Lakewood 
community. 

The storm water project took 
seven years to complete. Exces- 
sive water and flooding has been 
a problem since the Lakewood 
homes were constructed in the 
‘50s. In 1992 the city signed a 
municipal participation agreement 
with Prince George’s County to 
design the project for $12,500. 

The consulting engineers, 
Greenman-Pederson, Inc., which 
had been hired to evaluate the 
causes of flooding within the 
Lakewood subdivision and to pri- 
oritize the problems for improve- 


ments refused to carry out the 
project within the authorized 
amount. Thus, when Scott was 
first elected to the County Coun- 
cil in 1994, nothing had been 
done. Bids from all design firms 
were far higher than the autho- 
rized amount as well. 

As soon as Scott was elected, 
members of the city council 
asked to meet with her about the 
discrepancy between bid amounts 
and the money available. AB 
Consultants, which had won the 
bid for the design phase, asked 
for $80,730.00, about six times 
the appropriated amount. Scott 
was able to get this additional 
money from the county, but this 
still met only the design cost. 

The design was finished in . 
February 1998 and Rapp Con- 
tracting won the bid at 
$440,736.00 for the actual con- 
struction. Scott was then able to 
obtain this amount from the 
county coffers. Construction be- 
gan on December 10, 1998, and 
was completed on August 27, 
1999. 

Kent Aist, project manager for 
the county, explained that the 


project placing new drainage 


pipes went up Greenhill Road 
from Crescent Road, with 
branches to the left on Greentree

The city should do all that 
it possibly can to reduce crime 
in Greenbelt. 

With a Public Safety budget 
totaling $5.5 million, and an 
allowance for 70 public safety 
department employees, the 
Greenbelt police force should 
manage those resources to ef- 
fectively reduce crime and cre- 
ate a safe and secure environ- 
ment for Greenbelt citizens. I 
will continue to support the 
department and its police offic- 
ers with up to date law en- 
forcement equipment, commu- 
nication systems employing 
modern technology, safe work- 
ing conditions, professional 
training, and a pay and benefit 
package that reflects the un- 
usual and unique conditions of 
their jobs. All of those ele- 
ments are critical to the effec- 
tiveness, productivity and pro- 
fessionalism that we have 
come to expect from our 
Greenbelt police department.

from Chief of Police Craze, the 
incidence of reported crime in 
Greenbelt is down 9.6% com- 
pared with the same six months 
last year. Crime declined for 
all kinds of offenses, except 
auto theft. 

To maintain this downward 
momentum, more officers might 
be needed, but with the force at 
full strength, I think more effi- 
cient deployment is warranted 
instead, along with increased 
visibility. A top priority is to 
re-energize the very popular, 
effective bike patrol. Foot pa- 
trol hours should be increased 
so that officers get to know the 
residents in their sectors. Judi- 
cious use of surveillance and 
red light cameras could aug- 
ment police presence. 
Scofflaws, be they motorists or 
cyclists, need to be dealt with 
aggressively. Salary and ben- 
efits must be commensurate 
with other local police agencies 
to retain officers in" whom our 
city has invested training costs. 

But our police cannot do it 
alone — Greenbelt still needs 
vigilant citizens to be the “eyes 
and ears” for our community, 
to join or activate Neighbor- 
hood Watches, and to be will- 
ing to report crimes. 
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Candidates State Their Visions 





For Metro Area Development 


Here are the answers to the 
fourth question we posed to the 
seven candidates. 

What is your realistic vi- 
sion for the development of 
the Metro/Smith property 
area? 

Alan Turnbull 

We need to protect Indian 
Creek and our local roads from 
ill-considered development pos- 
ing as “smart growth.” I'd like 
to see truly transit-oriented 
businesses at the Metro station 
at a modest scale. Any devel- 
opment at the Metro station 
should be restricted to the area 
that has already been disturbed 
— just the existing parking lot. 
And the kinds of uses should 
be things that meet: the needs 
and wants of Metro users. This 
avoids generating new road 
traffic yet strengthens the Metro 
system’s health. Enlightened 
Metro planners know that in the 
long run it is the number of 
satisfied Metro passengers — not 
the short-term profits that land 
development brings — that will 
determine Metro’s health. 

As for the Smith property, it 
is simply too far from the sta- 
tion for any project there to 
honestly be sold as Metro-cen- 
tered, and it is too important to 
the health of the Anacostia 
River to be sacrificed. All lev- 
els of government need to work 
with the property owners and 
the conservation community to 
craft a deal that protects that 
land and gives the owners a fair 
return on their investment. 


Bob Auerbach 

The realistic vision for the 
A. H. Smith property, also 
called the wetlands, is to leave 
it to nature. Clean it up so In- 
dian Creek will be preserved. 
Just build a small nature center 
devoted to wetlands and creeks. 
We must get state and fed- 
eral governments to help put up 
the money to buy this land. 
We are winning. The army’s 
engineers say some of this area 


must not be developed. 
member of the College Park 
City Council who is pro devel- 
opment has thrown in the 
towel.

Thomas X. White 

My vision for _ this 
Greenbelt West development is 
essentially: (1) a public tran- 
sit oriented development of the 
WMATA (Metro) owned site 
at a scale that presents no ad- 
verse effects on the existing 
transportation system, the sur- 
rounding environment and ad- 
jacent residential neighbor- 
hoods; (2) preservation in a 
natural state of the environ- 
mentally sensitive wetlands, 
flood plain and braided stream 
beds of the Indian Creek 
course through the entire area 
(this could involve up to 150-

spending) tax money goes to 
Montgomery, Howard and Anne 
Arundel Counties. That means 
we are losing tax funds that we 
could use to improve our edu- 
cational and safety services. 

We should encourage the re- 
development of existing com- 
merce centers while protecting 
undeveloped land. 


Edward V. J. Putens 

In general, I support the 
carefully balanced conclusions 
of the Metro Area Sector Plan- 
ning Group, whose meetings 
have been reported in the News 
Review. My position can be 
summarized in three points. 

(1) I support environmental 
restoration of the Smith prop- 
erty as an absolute requirement, 
to overcome some of the dam- 
age caused over the years, plus 
preservation of wetlands and 
flood plains. I oppose indus- 
trial uses. 

(2) Second, I would con- 
sider an upscale retail develop- 
ment on Metro property, but 
latest information suggests this 
may not happen. Otherwise, | 
favor a modest development of 
distinctive stores and shops 
which would create shopping 
opportunities and increase our 
tax base. I lack enthusiasm for 
Wal-Mart and other typical re- 
tail development.

(3) I envision the Metro/ 
Springhill Lake area as a com- 
muter-oriented and pedestrian- 
oriented urban village which 
will become an attractive place 
where people want to live and 
shop. The shops would. attract, 
commuters working in 
Greenbelt West office buildings, 
Metro-going shoppers, and resi- 
dents from a revitalized 
Springhill Lake and other 
neighboring communities. It is 
important to avoid any massive 
development which will depend 
heavily on automobile traffic 
and overwhelm our street ca- 
pacity and neighborhoods in 
this area.

check to buy the entire area 
around the Metro station and 
build a nature center. In a per- 
fect world, the Metro station 
would have been built on land 
with less environmental impact. 

But, the station is there, as 
is the ecologically-damaged 
Smith property. Property own- 
ers have the right to develop 
their land to economic advan- 
tage. Only part of the pro- 
posed development is within 
Greenbelt, lessening our con- 
trol. We must do what we can 
to negotiate and plan with 
neighboring communities and 
the developers to preserve the 
largest amount of wetland, 
flood plain, and adjacent acre- 
age as possible. Fortunately, 
there may be state funding 
available to purchase the most 
critical wetland areas. Some 
development will occur around 
the Metro, which, if it is prof- 
itable and transit-centered, will 
fit the Smart Growth concept. 
Development on the heavily 
disturbed sections of the Smith 
property could be a commer- 
cial-residential mix. 

With careful planning, effec- 
tive leadership, and critical 
funding, the end result will be 
a balanced development with an 
extensive wetland preserve, add- 
ing little impact to our local 
roads. It will take all our ef- 
forts and close attention to 
make this happen.

Reed asked for a work session. . 


with the council and said that a 
stated — and in his view prema- 
ture — opposition to the inter- 
change before compromise could 
be fully discussed would “pull 
one of the legs out from the 
three-legged stool the developer’s 
sitting on.” 

Turnbull answered that he 
“only wished the city could kick 
out the stool, but at most the city 
would be asking the 2,000-pound 
gorilla, the State Highway Ad- 
ministration, to kick out the leg.” 
Reed saw no immediate urgency 
but Roberts disagreed, citing the 
upcoming Sector Planning Group 
meeting. 

Turnbull and Roberts thought 
that opposition to the interchange 
should be independent of any 
specific development. They fore- 
saw no type of development that 
would require an interchange to 
be appropriate for the Greenbelt 
area. Davis wanted opposition to 
the interchange to be stated in 
specific terms (environmental, 
transportation) but not in terms of 
opposition in general to develop- 
ment, which she thought was un- 
realistic and likely to fail. She 
wanted to leave some negotiating 
room to discuss appropriate de- 
velopment. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White joined the meeting late but 
in time to go over the 30-year 
history of the Metro station plan- 
ning in Greenbelt. He reminded 
everyone that a partial inter- 
change was rejected in the origi- 
nal planning as having an adverse 
environmental impact and he said 
that the council would be irre- 
sponsible if it didn’t now state its 
strong opposition to a full ex- 
change. “The interchange has 
flaws that are virtually insur- 
mountable,” he said. 

Paul Downs, president of Citi- 
zens to Save the Green Belt, 
asked the city council to dream 
much bigger than just the “sick, 
insane greed” of development 
and make the talk of being re- 
sponsible for future generations a 
reality. “Let’s kill this tonight,” 
he asked, “and fight this to the 
end.” 

Davis then suggested that 
council modify the letter to the 
Transportation Department;

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you. And so it is with her new 
book, The Invisible Garden. 
Indeed, this could be the title 
of a new mystery, but isn’t. Or 
perhaps it’s the biggest mystery 
of all — how the events of our 
lives come back to enrich our 
days as today’s moments evoke 
the memories of yesteryear. As 
the book jacket says; “One 
woman’s journey from soil to 
soul.” 

That’s “soil,” as in the dirt 
beneath our feet, or under our 
knees — when we work it to 
bring forth its beauty and its 
bounty. When we choose to 
make a garden. 

In a way, this book wrote it- 
self — in the same way that a 
new/old life unfolded by some 
unseen force. Visiting a long- 
time friend who had relocated 
in Vermont, Dorothy fell in 
love with an old farmhouse 
down the road — or rather, 
with an overgrown stream that 
ran through the property. It 
was the stream, and the vision 
of what it might become in a 
tidier landscape, that urged her 
to buy the place. Later, when 
an elderly neighbor who was a 
gifted gardener gave her a 
planting of Sweet Cicely, Dor- 
othy found herself hooked as 
well. 

But this is not a how-to 
book. Long ago she worked 
that vein in her early days as 
staff writer for the News Re- 
view. No, this is a different 
kind of garden — one that 
flourishes within her memory, 
the sort she labels “invisible.” 
And, in fact, it’s not just gar- 
dening, but nature writ large — 
in sylvan. springs, deep forests, 
and shattering storms, as well 
as its milder aspects in black- 
berry brambles and wildflow- 
ers. As the seasons move and 
the years roll by, its aspect 
changes and so does its imprint 
on the mind of the writer. 

A particularly moving chap- 
ter, “The Pond,” will be of spe- 
cial interest to Greenbelters.

completion in creating an 
earthen pond in a swampy patch 
below the house, Dorothy inter- 
twines the story of her mother’s 
last years. The first glimmer of 
interest in the subject of ponds 
came from a book she picked 
up in a physician’s waiting 
room while attending her 
mother, who died soon after. 
She had brought her mother, 
Shirley Bryant, to Greenbelt 
from Florida after a life-threat- 
ening illness. Here Mrs. Bryant 
made a new life for herself, be- 
coming well known in her own 
right as bridge player and li- 
brary and bloodmobile volun- 
teer. “Oh, you must be Shirley 
Bryant’s daughter,” Dorothy 
quotes local residents’ com- 
ments to herself, one who 
thought she had established her 
own identity in this town — 
among other ways as former 
editor of this paper.

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A Review 


Cowan & Hass «***

What do you say about two 
people who are graceful, polished, 
and who sing beautifully? I have 
written about Ingrid Cowan and 
Ole Hass before, and I have 
praised them. Previously, at An 
Evening with Friends, they sang a 
few numbers beautifully. 

This time, on Saturday, Octo- 
ber 16, they were featured per- 
formers in a concert presented by 
the Greenbelt Center for the Arts. 
And what a program! 

As is their custom, they take 
turns singing. The material is ar- 
ranged in more or less chronologi- 
cal order, and the music is impec- 
cable. But this time the second 
half of the program held the real 
treat. “Toujours,” part of “Poeme 
d’ un Jour,’ by Gabriel Faure by 
Hass, Cowan’s “Der Ring” by 
Schumann; Hass’s “Ideale” and 
“La Serenata” by F. P. Tosti; 
Cowan’s “Show Me” by Frederick 
Loewe (with pantomime by Hass) 
were all special for one reason or 
another. 

What is it that makes these 
performers so memorable? Let 
me tell you a story.
